A  LETTER  TO  THE  FACULTY  AND  STUDENTS 
OF  JAMAICA  PLAIN  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  have  been  teaching  at  Jamaica  Plain  High  School  for  eleven  years.  During 
ten  of  those  years,  I  have  been  the  advisor  for  Knights'  News.  With  this  last 
issue,  I  saw  goodbye  to  the  students  and  staff  and  possibly  to  my  teaching 
career. 

I  am  one  of  the  595  tenured  teachers  recently  discarded  by  the  Superinten- 
dent and  School  Committee.  Although  some  of  these  teachers  are  hoping  to  be 
recalled,  the  more  realistic  among  us  know  that  our  careers  are  over. 

I  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  express  my  hope  that  you,  the  students,  will 
remember  these  years  of  turmoil  and  learn  something  from  them.  To  my  friends 
and  colleagues,  I  wish  you  the  best  of  luck  and  hope  that  you  will  keep  fighting 
for  our  cause. 

And  to  those  who  share  my  fate,  let  us  hope  that  we  are  remembered  for  our 
contributions,  and  that  the  future  will  treat  us  more  kindly.
